THE ISRAELI-SYRIAN DISPUTE 


Soviet and Western Proposals 


FROM OUR UNITED NATIONS CORRESPONDENT 


New York, Thursday 


The United Nations Security Council will today meet here for the 
seventh time to attempt to find a way out of the dilemma in which it 
has been placed because of the different resolutions submitted by Russia 
and the Western Powers in connection with Syria's complaint over the 
Israeli attack near the Sea of Galilee last December. 

Yugoslavia yesterday introduced a third resolution calling on the 
Council to declare that Syria was “entitled to compensation” and 
requesting the U.N. Truce Chief to take appropriate steps for the release 
of prisoners taken during the Israeli attack. But although this resolution 
was a compromise between the Soviet and Western motions, both of 


COMPENSATION LAW 
PASSED 
Antisemitic Outburst By 
Austrian Deputy 


From Our Correspondent 


VIENNA 

The Austrian Parliament on 
Wednesday approved a compensation 
law providing for the payment 
of 550,000,000 schillings (about 
£7,640,000) to vicums of Nazism living 
abroad over a period of 11! years. 

The compensation fund will be admin- 
istered by a nine-member board which 
will decide on the amount to be paid to 
individual claimants. 

Although the measure was passed 
through all its stages within one minute, 
only the neo-Nazi Union of Independents 
abstaining, one Deputy, Dr. Fritz Stueber, 
a member of the Union, delivered a 
violent 60-minute harangue during the 
debate which preceded the vote, hs 
diatribe being punctuated by antisemitic 
comments. 

World Jewry, he said, had “put a 
knife to the .throat of the Austrian 
Government to force the issue and had 
even tried to delay the State Treaty.” 
Describing the Jewish claims as “a cold 
swindle,” Stueber said “the Jews now 
want more than they ever possessed.” 

Amid constant heckling by Socialists 
and members of the People’s Party, 
Stueber asserted that “mighty world 
Jewry had put pressure on Ausiria to pay 
rich Jewish emigrants what the Govern- 
ment was unwilling to pay poor prisoners 
of war returning from Siberia.” He also 
made a vicious attack on Dr. Nahum 
Goldmann.

This was intended to meet the Soviet 
request for a more substantial 
warning. 

At Tuesday's session, the Israeli repre- 
sentative, Mr. Eban, offered no apolog:es 
for Israel's action. He enumerated Arab 
provocations which had imterrupied and 
paralysed life in the Jewish State, and 
said: “ The Isracli Government cannot 
betray the valour of its frontier popula- 
tion by indifference to the acute perils 
that confront them.” 

Stating that Israel was aware that it 
could win “ world popularity’ by not 
hitting back, Mr. Eban said that when 
there was no act of retaliation “ we bury 
our dead. tend our wounded, and clench 
our teeth tn the hope that moderation will 
deter repetition: but it never does.”” No 
other nation faced Isracl’s dilemma of 
hostile forces on all its borders. No 
other country could therefore understand 
Israel's position. 

Mr. Eban asked the British delegate, 
Sir Pierson Dixon, why the Western reso- 
lution did not exhort Syria to remove

Israeli Measures 
From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 

Measures have been approved by 
the Israeli Cabinet, and others recom- 
mended by a Mapai committee, to 
meet the present emergency and to 
prepare the people of Israel not only 
for the possibility of war, but also for 
a new era of austerity and self- 
sacrifice, 

One of the measures approved by the 
Cabinet empowers the Ministry of 


Defence to intervene in the tissue of cxit 
visas. Under existing regulations the 


Ministry of the Interior is responsible for 


such permits, and in the past two years 
it has, mm fact, granted exit visas almost 
automatically, although applicants of 
military age were occasionally asked to 
produce permits from the military 
authorities In future, however, visas 


will be issued only with the approval of ° 


the Ministry of Defence. 
The Cabinet also set up a six-member 
ministerial committee to prepare mach- 


imery for volunteer nurses, doctors, and 


teachers to be directed to new immigrant 
vilages and settlements. If the response 
to the call for volunteers is unsatisfactory, 
the Government will mobilise’ the 
necessary persons. 


Mapai Recommendations 


The emergency committee set up by 
Mapai a fortnight ago under the chair- 
manship of Mr. Lavon, former Minister 
of Defence, has recommended more 
drastic measures. It called on the 
nation to “ enter into a state of prepared- 
ness for the emergency, to strip the 
economy of all luxuries, and to intensify 
the civil defence programmes.” 

The Committee also recommended that 
persons of military age should not be 
allowed to leave the country, and pro- 
posed new taxation to raise 1£50,000,000 
for the Defence Fund. 

The formation of two special bodies 
iS proposed: a National Defence 
Council to advise the Minister of Defence 
on all measures affecting the country's 
security: and a council to advise the 
Ministry of Labour on the direction of 
manpower. 

The Committee recommended _ the 
mobilisation immediately of 1,000 or 
1,500 persons between the ages of 35 and 
45 to work for one year in new immigrant 
and border settlements. 

Describing the need to build air-raid 
shelters as urgent, the Committee called 
for the establishment of a single 
authority for civil defence. During the 
“state of emergency.” strikes and 
lock-outs should be declared illegal and 
arburation made compulsory for disputes. 

The Committee suggested that develop- 
ment funds should be used only for 
priority projects selected by the Minister 
of Finance. Luxury imports should 
cease, prices be stabilised, and food 
supplies kept at their present level. 


JEWISH PRAYER BOOKS 
PRINTED IN RUSSIA 


Moscow 
The first Jewish prayer book to be 
published in the Soviet Union since 
the Russian Revolution js now being 
printed, it is learned here. 


The book is already set in type and the 
page proofs are being checked by leaders 
of the Jewish community for expected 
publication next month. Permission for 
the Jewish community to produce a 
prayer book follows the allocation of 
paper to the Russian Orthodox Church 
recently for the printing of the first Bible 
to appear in Russia since the Revolution. 

The new edition of the prayer book-—— 
several thousands are being printed—will 
be available to syr jues in Moscow, as 
well as other ws Jewssh 
communities. it being paid for by 


Jewish community funds and privriang is 
beimg done at the Government priniin 
plant. Supervision of the book 
the press is believed to be the responsi- 
bility of Moscow's Great Synagogue.—

ALLOCATION OF 
FUNDS 
British Complaints

New York 

Representatives of British Jewry 
who attended the meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the Jewish 
Claims Conference, convened here 
last week-end to decide on allocations 
for the coming year, made strenuous 
efforts to secure increased grants for 
Britain. 


Of the $10,000,000 allocated by the 
Board, $7,516,000 was for relief and 
rehabilitation in Europe, South America, 
and Australia: $400,000 for the United 
Restitutson Office $1,300,000 for cultural, 
educational, and reconstruction purposes ; 
$335,000 for Yad V'Shem: $85.000 for 
the Martyrs’ Memorial project in Paris: 
$125,000 for the Isract Purchasing 
Mission in Germany ; and the balance 
for administration. 


Aiding 110,000 Victims 


The relief allocation will be used to 
aid about 110,000 victims of Nazism in 
22 countries, including Australia, which 
will receive $110,000 

Giving details of the 1956 budget. Mr. 
Jacob Biausicin said that allocations were 
based primarily on the urgency of needs. 
Claims totalling $30,000,000 had been 
received from over 400 organisations.

In addition, 1,000 visits were paid by 
the SO “ lady visitors.” “For all those 
hundreds, indeed thousands, of patients 
for whom we have accepied responsi 
bility.” Mr, Samuel said, “it is fair to 
say that we ‘have received very few 
complaints during the year, and on 


investigation it has been difficult to justify 
any of them. I think this is a record of 
which we ought to be justly proud.” 

The report of the District Synagogues 
Council, presented by Mr. R. Kandler. 
its Joint Treasurer, recorded the adoption 
of a motion by Mr. L. Domb, which 
expressed regret that of the 38 representa- 
tives of the United Synagogue Counc! 
on other communal bodies, only one was 
a member of a district synagoguc. 

Mr. Domb said that there were 
members of district synagogues com- 
pared with 15,658 im constituent syna- 
gogues, and that out of the £35,000 for 
religious education, the former group of 
synagogues contributed £11,900 The 
district synagogues also contributed onc 
sixth to the general purposes fund. They 
should therefore, he said. be given a 
greater opportunity for their experienced 
and responsible members to represent the 
United Synagogue on communal hodies. 

The President replicd that the- matte 
was under consideration. kt brought up 
the whole question of clection of United 
Synagogue representatives to communal 
bodies. 

Farlier, the President paid tribute to 
Mr. Sidney Spanjer. who had retired from 
the Joint Treasurership of the Burial 
Society for health reasons. 

Mr. Mark Kleiner was clected to fill 
the office vacated by Mr. Spanjer. Mr. 
FM. Landau (who was.to have contesied 
the election for the. Burial Society 
treasurership) had, the President said, 
agreed to take over the joint treasurership 
of the District Synagogues Council—the 
position vacated by Mr. Kleiner. — 

The President informed the Council 
that Mr. B. Saunderson who had 
brought and lost the case Against the 
Reth Din. with regard to the Board of 
Shechita. in -1953, had not paid. them 
their costs (amounting to £2,272) as 
ordered by the court. These had all 
fallen on the United Synagogue. he said

SAYING OR ASKING 


N. the verse, “And it shall 
come to pass, when your 
children shail say unto you: 
What mean ye by this service ?” 
(Exod. xii, 26), an ancient rabbinical 
commentary, the Mechilta, makes 
this comment: “At that time the 
direful announcement was com- 
municated to Israel that the Torah 
would be forgotten from their 
midst ; but others maintained that it 
was an auspicious announcement 
that they would see children and 
grandchildren.” It ts worth while 
to try to penetrate the meaning of 
this rather obscure utterance. 


The context refers to the future of 
Israel when they are settled in their 
homeland. Some rabbis regarded as 
ominous the possibility of a time when 
children would be longer 
acquainted with the historical back- 
ground of the celebrations connected 
with the Passover. Such ignorance, in 
their opinion, was an indication that 
the Torah had.ceased to be the posses- 
sion of the younger generation. Other 
rabbis stressed the words “ your chil- 
dren. and found in them the hopeful 
augury that future generations would 
remain within the House of Israel. 
anxious to learn its traditions. 


ANOTHER reason may be suggested 

why the first group of teachers 
detected a cause for concern. They 
perhaps contrasted the verse with what 
is found elsewhere--—" And u shall be 
when thy son asketh thee in time to 
come, saying: What is this ?” (Exod. 
xin, 14), and “ When thy son asketh 
thee in time to come, saying: What 
mean the testimonies, and the statutes. 
and the ordinances, which the Lord 
our God hath commanded you ?” 
(Deut. vi, 20). A comparison of these 
passages discloses a significant change 
in the verb which is used. . In the first 
it is “say; in the others tt ts “ ask.” 

This difference could be taken to 
point to a difference in atuitude. When 
chidren “say” to their parents: 


» What are the religious rites which 


you observe they usually mean : 
‘What is their use ’” They do not 
seck information. but pass judgment, 
without troubling to inquire 


about 


their purpose. When that happens 
there is certainly ground for anxiety 
that the Torah will be forgotten in 
Israel. Only when children are cager 
to ask questions about the command- 
ments with the aim of being instructed 
is itt a hopeful sign. 


(UJ NDERSTOOD in this way, the 

comment of the Mechilia has 
application to our own time. What 
6s the attttude of modern youth to the 
traditional ordinances and practices 
enjoined by Judaism ” The answer to 
that question is an  allamportant 
pointer to the future strength or weak- 


ness of our time-honoured religion. 
Unfortunately, when many of our 
young people grow up and sa‘ We 


Can see NO purpose tn carrying owt the 
rites which our fathers treated with so 
much reverence , they have no Mmean- 
inz for us and we shall discard them.” 
the outlook 1 gloomy loo often this 
verdict is arrived at by them w.thowt 
a4 previous atlempt to gain a know- 
ledge of the place which these laws 
had in the life of the Jew and the joy 
experienced in loyal obedience to 
them 

Very different will the prospect be 
when our youth ask for information, 
and at least desire knowledge before 
coming to conclusions about the rele- 
vance of the commandments of the 
Torah to modern living. There is then 
the possibility that they, like their for- 
bears, will discover in them imspiration 
and guidance tin a darkened world. The 
declaration of old,’ For the commgnd- 
ment isa lamp, and the teachNig ts 
light, and reproofs of imstruction are 
the way of hfe’ (Proverbs vi, 23). has 
been verified by Jewish experience 
through the many centuries. It is still 
worth a trial before

ARGENTINE JEWRY’S 
POSITION 


Professor Dujovne On Need 
For intelligentsia — 


By a Jewish CHronicte Reporter 


Ihe need for a Jewish intelligentsia 
in the Argentine Jewish community, of 
a Jewish Wissenschaft, was stressed by 
Professor Leon Dujovne (Professor 
of Philosophy at the University of 
Buenos Aires) when he gave a talk in 
Yiddish at the Kedassia Restaurant, 
W.1, last week. Dr. A. Steinberg. 
Director of the Cultural Department 
of the British Section of the World 
Jewish Congress, presided over the 
meeting, which was held under the 
auspices of the W.J.C. : 

Professor Dujovane, who was visiting 
England en route for Israel, said that the 
Argentine had about half a million Jews, 
the majority of whom lived in Bucnos 
Aires. Of these. 400.000 were Ash- 
kenazim. Unfortunately, he said, Yid- 
dish was being gradually forgoticn in 
Jewish homes, and unfortunately. too. 
immgratiion dni not produce _ thal 
calibre of spiritual leaders who could 
make their influence felt. But Jewish life 
had developed. They. had two newspapers 
in Yiddish, and they had a 
ewish Journalists’ Organisation. Genera- 
tions of Jews born in the Argentine had 
among their ranks eminent writers. 
novelists, and thinkers who wrote in 
Spanish 

Professor Dujovne, who described the 
present Argentine régime as democratic 
and liberal, saigd that the economic and 
political position of Argentine Jews was 
good. It was a fine country in which 
one could also live a full Jewish life 
Argentine Jews were very proud, he said,

ARAB STUDENTS’ 
CONFERENCE 


M.P.’s Appeal For 
Reasonableness 


Mr. M. Philips Price, Labour M.-P. 
for Gloucestershire, West, speaking at 
a conference on the Palestine question 
at Holborn Hall, London, on Satur- 
day, said that the Arabs’ best chance 
of getting world opinion on their side 
and isolating the Jews was by showing 
readiness to be reasonable. , 


The conference was organised by the 
Palestine Day Committee of the Arab 
Students’ Union in the United Kingdom. 

“1 think,” said Mr. Price, “ that the 
Arabs are entitled, if they recognise Israc! 
de facto, to demand the most generous 
compensation. If they recognise the right 
of Jews to remain in part of Palestine the 
Jews must pay for the Arab lands they 
have taken.” 

A former M.P.. Mr. Woodrow Wyatt, 
told the conference: “1 beg you to dis- 
miss from your minds the idea that you 
will do any good for the Arab refugees 
by starting another war wiih Isracl.” 
The Arabs should get compensation from 
Israel and then resettle in other Arab 
countries, like Iraq and Syria. 

Mr. Peter Ling, a representative of the 
Birmingham Nationalist Club, said he 
was “obsessed with fury ” by the fact 
that Britain's foreign policy had been so 
ofien the handmaid of the Zionist 
purpose. 

Mr. Austin Brooks, deputy editor of 
the magazine Canpour, contended that 
the end of Zionism was not merely to 
occupy Isracl but to achieve world 
power. 

‘The conference adopted resolution 
which condemned “repeated Zionist 
aggression along the frontiers and against 
peaceful Arab villages.” 

Another resolution was carried request. 
ing the British Government and other 
Western Governments to “ reverse their 
attitude im their continued support of the 
Zionists and work for a solution which 
would safeguard the rights of the Pales- 
tine Arabs and recover their stolen 
property.

DISSEMINATING INFORMATION ON ISRAR} 
Objects of Beth Hillel Organisation 7

Support for Beth Hillel in tsrael— 
corresponding to “P.E.P.” (political 
and economic planning) in England, or 
the work done by Chatham House in 
the realm of foreign affairs—was advo- 
cated at a meeting held at Michael 
House, Baker Street, W.1, on Tuesday. 


Mr. E. Alec Colman, who presided in 
the absence of Mr. tsracl M. Sieff (who 
had gone to Glasgow in order to support 
the local J.P.A. appeal), referred to the 
necessity of the Diaspora having some 
knowledge of what was the real position 
in Isracl. There had been instituted tn 
the Jewish State, he said, an organisation 
known as Beth Hillel, the object of which 
was to present to the world the real truth 
about the development of Israel. 

Mr. Eliezer Livneh, a former member 
of the Knesset, said that three years ago 
there had been established in Israel a 
small institution, based on no kind of 
party affiliation, to undertake social 
research and analysis, 

For the first seven vears of the existence 
of the State, he continued, Isracl’s main 
task had been the collection poih ol 
people and of money. The second task 
had been the building up of the country 
and making the inmwnigrant into a produc- 
tion worker. But now they had reached 
the third stage: they needed the moncyed 
Western immigrant; and that would 
entail a reorientation both of  Israeh 
society and of Israeli economy. 

There were, Mr. Livneh went. on, a 
number of problems involved here. To 
what cxtent should the State interfere in 
private life? It was possible that the 
State might interfere too much: and tt 
might be that there was in Isracl some 
degree of over-organisation. 


A Contradictory Country 


israel, he went on, was a contradictory 
country. It was a Siate in which Socialists 
Opposed nationalisation: in which there 
was too much competition where it was 
not needed and not enough compcution 
where it was needed. 

Certainly, he continued, external help 
had been—and still was—necessary. With- 
out « they could never have absorbed so 
many immigrants.

Unhappily, Israel needed a great deal 
of money for armaments: and therefore 
there remained less available for other 
and more constructive purposes.

MARKISH AND KING OF 
LAMPEDUSA 


Unrealised Moscow Plan 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


In a report of the death of the 
Russian-Jewish poet, Peretz Markish. 
which appeared in our issue of last 
week, reference was made to the fact 
that in 1948 an announcement 
appeared in the Yiddish newspaper in 
Moscow, Emmerr—later closed down 
—that a play by Peretz Markish called 
“ The King of Lampedusa ” (based on 
the exploits of the late Sgt. Cohen, to 
whom the Mediterranean island sur- 
rendered during the war when his 
‘plane landed there) was to be per- 
formed in the Yiddish Theatre there. 

The story behind this announcement 
has been told me by Mr. S. J. Harendorf. 
author of “The King of Lampedusa.” 

When Solomon Mikhoels, the Russian 
actor afd producer, and Itzik Feffer, the 
poct, vistied London in 1943, Mr. Haren- 
dorf had just completed the play. He 
showed it to Mikhoels, who stated that 
he wanted to produce it in Russia, but 
he pointed out that the second ac 
expressed strong Zionist views which 
could not be introd iced in the U.S.S.R 
He asked that the act should be altered 
to portray Jewish aspirations to estab- 
lish a Jewish State in Birobidijan 

Mr. Harendorf rejected this proposal 
and Mikhoels returned without. the play 
Later. when the play had achieved a great 
success on the London stage, Mr. Haren- 
dort received a letter from Mikhoels siat- 
ing that he would produce -the play ‘in 
accordance with the author's wishes 

Mr. Harendorf sent the play to 
Moscow through the British Council 
For some time he received no news, but 
informed that there had 
been an announcement in that 
the Moscow Jewish Theatre was to pro- 
duce a play called “The King of 
Lampedusa by Markish, Mr. Haren 
dort wrote immediately to Mikhocls 
strongly protesting against «his announce- 
mem. Again he received no reply. but

“Firm Moderation ” 


A month before bis death, Mr. 
Wickham Steed, a former editor of 
THe Times, wrote the following letter 
to Mr. Samuel Landman: 

“Tt not casy to answer your leticr. 
If, in the past, have sometimes been 
able to see a litth farther ahead than 
oihers t was because I kept more closely 
in touch with things and, especially, 
because | had no axe to grind. It is true 
that | worked for, and may have heiped 
to promote, the Balfour Declaration both 
as a means of neutralising obstacies to 
the Allied war effort and as a siep towards 
a solution of the Jewish problem; but 
these were reasons of public interest, not 
mattcrs of personal preference of 
individual advamage.

Professor Dujovne On Need 
For Intelligentsia

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ARAB STUDENTS’ 
CONFERENCE 


M.P.’s Appeal For 
Reasonableness 


Mr. M. Philips Price, Labour M_P. 


for Gloucestershire, West, speaking at 


a conference on the Palestine question 
at Holborn Hall, London, on Satur- 
day, said that the Arabs’ best chance 
of getting world opinion on their side 
and isolating the Jews was by showing 
readiness to be reasonable. 


The conference was organised by the 
Palestine Day Committee of the Arab 
Students’ Union in the United Kingdom. 

“1 think.” said Mr. Price, “ that the 
Arabs are entitled, if they recognise Isracl 
de facto, to demand the most generous 
compensation. If they recognise the right 
of Jews to remain in part of Palestine the 
Jews must pay for the Arab lands they 
have taken.” 

A former M.P., Mr. Woodrow Wyatt, 
told the conference: “I beg you to dis- 
miss from your minds the idea that you 
will do any good for the Arab refugecs 
by starting another war with Isracl.’ 
The Arabs should get compensation from 
Israel and then resettle in other Arab 
countries, like Iraq and Syria. 

Mr. Peter Ling, a representative of the 
Birmingham Nationalist Club, said he 
was “obsessed with fury by the fact 
that Britain's foreign policy had been so 
ofien the handmaid of the Zionist 
purpose. 

Mr. Austin Brooks, deputy editor of 
the magazine Canpour, contended that 
the end of Zionism was not merely to 
occupy Israel but to achieve world 
power. 

The conference adopted a_ resolution 
which condemned “repeated Zionist 
aggression along the frontiers and against 
peaceful Arab villages.” 

Another resolution was carried request. 
ing the British Government and other 
Western Governments to “ reverse their 
attitude in their continued support of the 
Zionists and work for a solution whith 
would safeguard the rights of the Pales- 


tine Arabs and recover their stolen 
property.” 
About 200 people aitended the

DISSEMINATING INFORMATION ON 
Objects of Beth Hillel Organisation . 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Support for Beth Hillel in Israel— 
corresponding to “P.E.P.” (political 
and economic planning) in England, or 
the work done by Chatham House in 
the realm of foreign affairs—was advo- 
cated at a meeting held at Michael 
House. Baker Street, W.1, on Tuesday. 


Mr. E. Alec Colman, who presided in 
the absence of Mr. Isracl M. Sieff (who 
had gone to Glasgow in order to support 
the local J.P.A. appeal), referred to the 
necessity of the Diaspora having some 
knowledge of what was the real position 

in Israel. There had been instituted in 
the Jewish State, he said, an organisation 
known as Beth Hillel, the object of which 
was to present to the world the real truth 
about the development of Israel. 

Mr. Eliezer Livneh, a former member 
of the Knesset, said that three years ago 
there had been es.ablished in Israel a 
small institution, based on no kind of 
party affiliation, to undertake social 
research and analysis. 

Fof the first seven vears of the existence 
of the State, he continued, Isracl’s main 
task had been the collection both of 
people and of money. The second task 
had been the building up of the country 
and making the immigrant into a produc- 
tion worker. But now they had reached 
the third stage: they needed the moncyed 


Western immigrant; and that would 
entail a reorientation both of Israech 
society and of Israch economy. 

There were, Mr. Livneh went on, a 


number of problems involved here. To 
what extent should the State interfere in 
private life? It was possible that the 
State might interfere too much; and tl 
might be that there was in Isracl soqe 
degree of over-organisation. 


A Contradictory Country 


Israel, he went on, was a contradictory 
country. It was a Siate in which Socialists 
opposed nationalisation: in which there 
was too much competition where it was 
not needed and not enough compctition 
where it was needed. 

Certainly, he continued, external help 
had been—and sull was—necessary. With- 


out it they could never have absorbed so 
many immigrants. But were they now 


using this money to the best advantage ? 
Unhappily, Israe! needed a great deal 
of money for armaments: and therefore 


there remained less available for other 
and more constructive purposes. It fol- 
lowed that they must plan better, and 
that they must reduce their tosts of 
production. 

German feparations, continued. Mr. 
Livneh, were drawing to an end. If 


expenditure went on at the present rate 
these repayments would be exhausted in 
another four years. It followed, there- 
fore, that they must alter their approach ;

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MARKISH AND KING OF 
LAMPEDUSA 


Unrealised Moscow Plan 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


In a report of the death of the 
Russian-Jewish poet, Peretz Markish. 
which appeared in our issue of last 
week, reference was made to the fact 
that in 1948 an announcement 
appeared in the Yiddish newspaper in 
Moscow, Emmerr—later closed down 
—that a play by Peretz Markish called 
“ The King of Lampedusa ” (based on 
the exploits of the late Sgt. Cohen, to 
whom the Mediterranean island sur- 
rendered during the war when his 
‘plane landed there) was to be per- 
formed in the Yiddish Theatre there. 

The story behind this announcemen:

Mr. Haren 
dorf wrote immediaicly to Mikhoels 
Strongly protesting against this announce- 
mem.

“Firm Moderation ” 


4 month before bis death, Mr. 
Wickham Steed, a former editor of 
THe Times, wrote the following letter 
to Mr. Samuel Landman : 

“Tt is not casy to answer your leticr.

French and other delegates, pointed out 
that Britain was not secking other relief 
funds and insisted that the matter be 
reconsidered. The Conference agreed 
that the Executive should investigate how 
to make provision for five London syna- 
gogues which had applied for grants. 

Mr. Goodman, Mr. Janner, and Mr. 
A. L. Easterman urged the Board to 
reinstate the British Cultural Committee's 
recommendations, which had _ been 
rejected by the Executive. Mr. Goodman 
read excerpts from a letter sent by Rabbi 
Brodie to the British directors on 
January 3 stating that both the Chief 
Rabbi and the Haham were “ greatly con- 
cerned ” at the manner in which the 
Executive had treated the Advisory Com- 
mittee’s recommendations. Rabbi Brodic 
said: “If, after all our efforts, trouble, and 
advice, our recommendations are cut by 50 
per cent, we feel it would not be consistent 
with our dignity and the responsibility 
of our respective offices to continue to 
give our services as members of the 
Advisory Committee.” Stating _ that 
British efforts to rehabilitate shattered 
European Jewry merited more generous 
consideration, Rabbi Brodie urged the 
British directors to bring his views “ most 
strongly ~ to the Conference's notice 

In reply. officials of the Conference said 
that basically they wanted to accept all 
recommendations as far as poss ble. But, 
they pointed out. if all recommenda ions 
were automatically accented, the Confler- 
ence would require $3.000.000 instead of 
the $1,300,000 available for the cultural 
budget. The Executive's cuts, they added, 
did not reflect on the compctence, 
integrity, and qualifications of the 
Rapporteurs, who were not in a pos tion 
to know the over-all demands on the 
Conference. 


British Motion Defeated 


By nine votes to seven. the Board 
defeated a motion by Mi Janner and 
Mr. Goodman to restore the British 
Committce s recommendation. 

lt is understood that the United Syna- 
gogue has sent a letter to the Conference 
urging wus inclusion on the Cultural 
Advisory Committee and opposing the 
inclusion on the Committee of rabbis on 
the grounds that they should be spared 
the burden of dealing with financial of 
other controversial tssues. 

Mr. S. Kagan, the Secretary of the 
Conference. told me that the organisation 
had granted Britain $100,000 for cultural 
activities, of which $56,000 was for 
schools. This’ he said, had been agreed 
upon by British directors at a meeting in 
Paris last February Cultural applica- 
tions from Britain totalled $836,500. of 
which $123,284 was recommended by the 
British Advisory Committee. British 
relief applications totalled $722,400.] 

Ihe Conference, he added. had 
received requests totalling $1,250,000 for 
Synagogue grants. of which $300,000 had 
been requested from Britain. However. 
the Conference had to establish priorities. 
Because of the tremendous relief needs, 
priority in synagogue allocations had to 
be granted to smaller communities where 
no facilities for worship existed. The 
Conference was aware that the Jewish 
Trust Corporation was considering the 
question of giving aid to refugee congre- 
gations. There was no policy of exclud- 
ing Britain from being a beneficiary.

spheres, have gained him the respect and 
thanks of all. He has made important ‘con- 
tributions, too, to religious and moral thought 
in his writings only recently and while he 
was still ill he contributed an article to this 
paper on the religious approach to the menace 
of the H-bomb, which has attracted attention 
wot only of Jews but also of people of other 
Faiths, and not only in this country but also

that Dayan GRUNFELD has retired from the 
Beth Din, the need to implement the pro- 
posals is more imperative and urgent than 
ever. The Beth Din is one of the great and ,~ 
historical institutions of British Jewry. Its 
proper functioning vitally affects the well- 
being and good name of the whole com- 
munity, For many years past we have 
repeatedly drawn attention in our editorial 
columns to the urgent need for taking action 
in order that its important activities might 
be safeguarded against any decline in 
efficiency or depreciation in public esteem. 
It must certainly be apparent to all that the 
conditions under which the Beth Din has now 
come to work neither do justice to the institu- 
tion itself nor promote the best interests of 
the community. The present situation does 
not reflect credit on Anglo-Jewry, and it must 
be remedied without delay. 


It is not, in any case, simply a matter of 
the Beth Din and its difficulties, and it must 
be stressed further that, with the Ecclesiasti- 
cal Court reduced once more to one full-time 
Dayan and two part-time Dayanim, the 
demands on the Curer Rappers time and 
efforts, involved in his constant personal 


_attendance so that a quorum can be main- 


tained, must be greater than can reasonably 
be imposed on him. While it is good to know 
that, on the other side, Dayan GRUNFELD will 
be available to deputise on occasion for 
Rabbi Bropte at official or cofhmunal events, 
it should nevertheless be the community's 
preoccupation_and duty these days to see 
that the Cuier Rapsi is relieved as much as 
possible of the routine turns at Adler House. 
The sooner a full complement is restored at 
the Beth Din, and the panel of part-time 
Rabbis, whether holding positions at syna- 
gogues or not, invited in, at least for the less 
complicated cases which crop up daily, the 
sooner will the community benefit all round. 


POULJADISN 
A WELL-INFORMED writer, Mr. E. W. 
ASHCROFT, in an article on page 15 of 


this issue, draws attention to certain resem- 
blances between Poujadism, the newest 
political phenomenon in France, and the 
pre-war Nazism of Germany. Both were 
apparently small, but violent, movements, 
founded largely upon economic discontents, 
which were not likely, in a reasonable world, 
to make much headway. Both, too, had 
their antisemitic element, which, in the case 
of Nazism, was finally to outrange every- 
thing else and lead to wholesale obsessional 
persecution and the most barbarous and 
deliberate gengcide known to history. There 
is more than a suspicion that anti-Jewish 
feeling rather than politics sways quite a 
number of the followers of PoUuJADE, and he 
has himself this week, in his address to the 
Foreign Press Association in Paris, according 
to our Paris correspondent, given utterance 
to the familiar dreary advocacy of anti- 
Jewish discrimination that is part and pafcel 


of the bankrupt fascist ideology. He has 
quickly attracted to himself some of the 
dyed-in-the-wool antisemites of France, 


who see in his movement their chance to 
pursue their work of hate at last with 
plenty of promise of success. For just 
as Nazism suddenly emerged as a threaten- 
ing force when it secured a number 
of seats in the Reichstag, so, Poujadism 
assumes a menacing appearance with its 
surprise securing of 52 seats out of the 626 
of the French Assembly. The election 
campaign certainly produced its full quota 
of anti-Jewish cries even if, fortunately, 
physical violence was little in evidence. 
Perhaps the innate practical sense of French- 
men in general will prevent the rise of an 
openly “ racialistic party which can only 
bring further bedevilment to the existing 


political and economic troubles of their 
country. Mr. ASHCROFT makes reference 
to the “rather freakish and sordid threats 


to society " which the fascist movements in 
general represent and which intelligent 
people are inclined to shrug off as of little 
Or no importance—until some such electoral 
success as has just been recorded wakens 
them into shocked attention when it is 
almost too late. We have our dangers even 
in England, and there are still a number 
of fascists and crypto-fascists, mixed with 
plain Jew-haters, who, driven by their 
personal frustrations and obsessions, pour 
out a stream of anti-Jewish dirt. week by 
week as a large part of their “ sordid threats 
to society.” It can never be too often 
repeated that the price of freedom is eternal 
Vigilance against such threats. 


SI VIS PACEM... 


WuiLe the Security Council this week has 
been debating Syria’s complaint against Israel 
following last month's attack near the Sea of 
Galilee, the Israeli Government has been put- 
ting the country on a war footing. Despite 
the war clouds discernible on the horizon, 
the debate in the Security Council—whose 
primary function it is to prevent war—has, 
unfortunately, done little to bring peace 
nearer. Once again, as we have seen on other 
occasions in the Security Council, the debate 
has degenerated into a long-drawn-out (and 
so far inconclusive) wrangle between the 
opposing Powers of East and West. . The 
Soviet delegate, ignoring the principles of 
justice, has seized the opportunity to present 
himself as the champion of the Arab States 
and the implacable opponent of Israel. The 
British and American delegates, while by no 
means exonerating Israel from blame, seem 
to have made a genuine attempt to reach a 
reasonable conclusion. Even in Israel itself 
there is a growing body of opinion which 
recognises that the attack ought never to have 
taken place. Mr. EBAN, as was to be expected, 
made a vigorous reply to his critics, But the 
result seems to have been that he left his 
country as isolated as it was when the debate 
opened. One wonders whether it would not 
have been more statesmanlike to have shown 
that he had some sympathy for Sir PIERSON 
Dixon's admonition that “ the time had now 
come for Israel to understand that not only 
was this policy unworthy of her and morally 
reprehensible but it was a mistaken policy 
which would not pay.” Great Britain's 
method of trying to achieve peace in the 
Middle East may have been incredibly 
clumsy, but Sir ANTHONY EDEN’s genuine 
desire to find a solution has not been in doubt, 
Moreover, in the light of recent events, Great 
Britain has. been able to gauge more accur- 
ately both the temper of the Arabs and the 
ambitions of the Russians. Israel can scarcely 
hope to exist in complete isolation. A 
gesture at the United Nations by Israel, which 
would earn the sympathy of the Western 
Powers, might at this stage do much to assist 
the process of mediation which is now under 


. active consideration. 


ISRAELI “ P.E.P.” 


Ir may seem strange, in view of the 
number existing already, that still another 
institution for the dissemination of informa- 
tion about Israel has been set up, and it is 
possible that ‘its name, “ Beth Hillel,” will 
be both confusing, because of the well-known 
Hillel Foundation of the Bnai Brith which 
has a house in Jerusalem, and inadequate, 
because it gives no hint to the uninitiated 
of.the important work ‘it pfoposes to do. 
But, though there is probably some sort of 
economic law of supply and demand even in 
information institutions, the-founding of this 
new one has an importance of its own which 
was well brought out this week at the first 
meeting in London of interested persons 
who had gathered to hear Mr. ELtezer 
LivNeH, a former member of the Knesset, 
expound the scheme. Briefly, what has been 
Set up is a sort of Israeli counterpart of 
P.E.P. (Political and Economic Planning) in 
this country. P.E.P. is a fact-seeking body 
which issues objective reports on political 
and economic problems. In the welter of prob- 
lems facing Israel today—and one has only 
to read of the stringent emergency proposals 
submitted this week to the Central Council 
of Mapai by the special committee which 
sat under the chairmanship of Mr. PinHAs 
LAVON, besides the similar proposals pro- 
duced by Achdut Avoda, to realise the 
urgency of the matter—accurate information 
and its analysis, leading to the possibility 
of remedial measures, is of paramount 
importance. Actually, Beth Hillel dates back 
to the founding in 1952 of the Society for 
Social Research in Israel, a private body 
which based its constitution on those of 
P.E.P. in Britain (to which members of all 
the three political parties belong, as well 
as business and professional men and 
sociologists) and the National Planning 
Association in the U.S.A. (which, like the 
organisation in England, has as members 
people of all parties, but also embraces 
foreign research such as is undertaken here 
by Chatham House); and there are now 
about 200 members in Israel and a branch 
in New York. The founding of a branch 


in London should be very much welcomed, 
especially as two of the moving spirits in it 
already are such discerning men as Mr. 
ISRAEL SIEFF and Mr. ISAIAH BERLIN.

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DIAMONDS 


The Magic of Diamonds. By 
A. MONNICKENDAM. Hammond, 
Hammond. 18s.

Mr. Monnickendam tells us that the 
origin of diamonds is unknown ; and 
in his readable, interesting, and at 
times exciting story, he shows that he 
himself is an expert on the fascinating 
stones for which men have fought, 
murders have been committed, and a 
continent convulsed. 

He brings to life the Boer farmer 
painfully digging in the dust, the 
Zulu wars and the subjugation of the 
natives, and the early Kimberley days 
when men and certain women came 
from different parts to extract from 
the Veldt what they hoped would be 
easy fortunes. The story of the 
gradual domination of the diamond 
mines by Cecil Rhodes, university 
man ‘and great Empire builder, 
presents a colourful picture, It also 
includes many Jewish pioneers, among 
them Barney Barnato, the shrewd East 
End boy who became a  multi- 
millionaire, a member of the South 
African Parliament, and who, at the 
height of fame, jnexplicably cone 
mitted suicide on a voyage home to 
London at the early age of 44. 


Finds in South Africa 


Since the first diamond was found 
in South Africa in 1867, untold 
millions have been dug out of the 
earth. The famous Cullinan Diamond. 
weighing over 3,000 carats, about 
one-and-a-half |b.. was presented to 
King Edward VII and became part of 
the Crown Jewels. The stone, worth 
about £500,000. was sent from South 
Africa to England deliberately by 
ordinary unregistered post, and its 
cutting was entrusted to Mr. Asscher, 
a famous Jewish craftsman in 
Amsterdam. The work was carried 


out in the presence of jmportant 
representatives, and the tension 
became "so great that Mr. Asscher, 


after successfully cleaving the stone. 
fainted. 

The author deals interesting 
fashion with his own meetings with 
world-famous figures, and presents a 
picture of the rise to power of Sir 
Ernest Oppenheimer, and of the close 
and rigid control exercised in diamond 
marketing and distribution, Hits des- 
cription of the djfferent processes of 
diamond craftsmanship is wel! worth 
renthng, but-there.4s surprisingly little 
about-he..organisations in Hatton 
Garden, \ where a handshake and 
“ Mazel and Brocha”™ is a cast-iron 
contract. 

Ihe diamond has been regarded as 
a ture for insanity and an antidote 
for poison, It was said that “it 
helped to. maintain affection between 
married couples.” Undoubtedly this 
view still holds good: and the 
diamond, if not a. girls best friend, 
is certainly a most pleasant com- 
panion.

THE 


CURIOUS conversation took 
place between two delegates 
at a recent conference of 
Jewish social workers, one a Lon- 
doner, the other from a town in the 
North of England. “ What are rela- 
tions like between Christians and. 
Jews in your city ?” asked the Lon- 


doner. “Qh, they're excellent.” 
replied the Northern delegate. 
“ They never meet.” 

This, though clearly an  aver- 


simplification, does apply in essentials 
to about two-thirds of the period of 
English history since 1656. But it 
upplies only in the modern sense. that 
the meeting of Jews and Christians 
entails a relationship between two reli- 
gious groups on the basis of mutual! 
respect for each other's faith and prac- 
lice. Such an attitude, which recog- 
nises the principle of diversity, has, as 
will be shown, only come about in this 
(Or any other) country comparatively 
recently, and even today it is far from 
being generally accepied. It implies 
association in matters of the spirit. In 
a physical sense Jews and Christians 
did meet each other from the earliest 
years of the Resettlement and often 
did bus'ness together: for one of the 
results of the fact that the readmission 
of Jews to England took place without 
any official “act of settlement” being 
passed by Parliament was that no 
Jewish ghetto was instituted in this 
country, as was the ordinary practice 
elsewhere. But this did not prevent 
they being regarded by the vast 
majority of Christians as an inferior, 
exotic, “blasphemous” group who 
were always a potential danger to the 
country and religion. 


The Religious Motive 


Yet by a curious paradox it was 
probably the religious motive, more 
than any other, that ted to their return, 
It is true that Cromwell himself had 
guite a different axe to grind and was 
more interested in the Jews as a poten- 
tial asset in his struggle against Eng 
land s great trade rivals. Spa n and the 
Netherlands, than as a rehgious group 
Yet the climate had been prepared to: 
their refurn by the. intense religious 
fervour and the broadening of the 
spiritual outlook which marked the 
post-Reformation period. It is incon 
ceivable.. therefore, that Cromwell. 
who had become the effective lcader 
of the Puritan’ movement, was not, 
at least subconsciously, influenced. by 
religious considerations in his attitude 
towards the Jews. 

Indeed. this interest had begun .to 
affect the thinking of many Christian 
sects a considerable time belore the 
period of the Commonwealth. The 
study of Hebrew started tn this country 
as the result of the Reformat on, and 
Hebraists from abroad (often converted 


Jews. the earliest of whom was John 


Immanuel Tremellius) settled here and 
taught at the universities. The rei 
gious aspect of Henry VIII's divorce 
gave a curiously fortuitous fillip to 
this development, for the king was 
anxious to secure Biblical authority 
for his “ putting away of Catherine 
and. as there were no Jews in England 
capable of interpreting the law he

Studying the Scriptures 


With the Puritan movement there 
came a genuine growth of the Hebraic 
spirit. The Hebrew Scriptures were 
studied with a new intensity, and 
Puritan soldiers’ went into batt.e sing- 
ine the Hebrew Psalms. There was. 
even. a demand in 1649 that the I ord’s 
day should coincide with the Jewish 
Sabbath. and Barebones’s Parliament 
suggested seventy as the number of 
the Council of State, in imitation of 
the Sanhedrin. Certain of the non: 
conformist sects, too,.felt particular 
affinity towards the Jews and agitated 
for their return to England on the 
ground that the millennium could not 
come about until there were Jews in 
all the countries of the world. 

At the same time there appeared a 
great spate of tracts and pamphlets 
dealing with the “Jewish Question, 
some. advocating the return, others 
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bitterly opposing #. Most of it was 
religiously motivated. The first writer 
to 6©support Jewish claims was a 
Brownist named Leonard Busher, who 
in his “ Religious Peace” maintained 
that the exclusion of Jews from Eng- 
land prevented their conversion. Others 
who followed this lead were John 
Sadier, Master of Magdalene College, 
Cambridge, and the Cartwrights. 
mother and son, who petitioned Lord 
Fairfax on the subject from Amster- 
dam. On the Jewish side, too, it must 
be remembered that chief 
protagonist in the struggle, Manasseh 
ben Israel, was a rabbi, and that his 
attention’ was first drawn to England 
and Enghsh politics by John Durie, a 
Christian scholar, with whom he had 
struck up a friendship in Holland and 
who wrote him a letter abow the 
Lost Ten Tribes. His “ Vindiciae 
Judaeorum.” published in 1656, 
helped to defend Jews and their reli- 
gion against the current calumpies. 


Puritan Influence 


It would therefore seem fair to 
claim that one of the maim causes 
of the resettlement of the Jews itn 
England was the development of a 
new Christian-Jewish relationship 
which was born of the Puritan move- 
ment and which, though inchoate and 
partial at the outset, led by slow stages 
directly to the kind of understanding 
which is typical of the present day. 

After the Resettlement, so charac- 
teristic of this country in that it was 
never established by law, there fol- 
lowed a long, somewhal precarious 
period for the Jews, when u may be 
said that they were recognised by 
Christians, and perhaps tolerated, with- 
out being accepted Ihe Marranos 
soon threw off their disguise, founded 
a synagogue; and gained the right to 
acquire a cemetery. After the Restora- 
tion the Jews became. involved in 
legislation designed to repress the 
Puritans, but, mercifully, secured the 
protection of the last two Stuart kings. 
which enabled them to carry on their 
forms of worship in spite of the Con- 
venticle Act and the Act of 
Unilormity Ihe jiast threat to their 
communal existence occurred as a 
result of the operation of the Test Act 
n 1680, but though the Roman 
Catholic position was not secured tr! 
much later, the right 10 
Judaism was never again 
threatened

Church's Hostility 


It would be a mistake. however, to 
think that there was anything in the 
nature of a healthy Jewish-Chnristian 
relationship during the long interven- 
ng period lasting up to what may be 
called the age of emancipation in the 
nineteenth century, Where the Church 


acted in regard to the Jews, it 
generally played a hostile or con- 
versionist’ role. Legislation passed 


between 1698 and 1702 rendered Jews 
who had secured proseiytes irom 
Christianity liable to criminal prosecu- 
tion. whele it compelled them “to 
maintain and provide for — their 
Protestant chiidren.” Among the anti- 
Jewish Ibels which were current at thes 
time, was one that accused Jews of 
murdering those members of their 
famihes who had married outside the 
community Iypical, too, of this 
period of petty persecution was 4a 
method adopted for augmenting the 
parish's funds. Jews were deliberately 
elected to the office of churchwarden 
When they refused to serve, they had 
to pay heavy fines. 

Yet the period was not altogether 
barren from the point of view of a 
growth of understanding between the 
two communities. Two incidents may 
be quoted as showing that the seeds 
of more generous outlook were already 
being planted. When Bevis Marks 
Synagogue was built (1699-1702), the 
contractor, Joseph Avis, a Quaker, 
refused to make a profit on what he 
regarded as a holy task. And when 
the famous “Jew Boll.” authorising 
naturalisation of those Jews who had 
been residing in this country for three 
years, came up before the House of 
Lords and a violent agitation against 
it spread up and down the country, 
the spiritual peers supported the Bill, 
although they were accused of 
“delivering the Keys of the Church 


to those who had murdered their 
Saviour.” 

Such isolated manifestations of good 
will from the Christian side were sign- 
posts pointing to the future. A new 
approach to the whole subject came 
with the Evangelical movement at the 
end of the eighteenth and beginning 
of the nineteenth centuries. Indeed, 
the debt of the Jewish community to 
the teachings of John Wesley and the 
nonconformist sects with their (almost 
Hebraic) emphasis on the social aspect 
of religion, can hardly be exaggerated. 
lt is true that their initial concern was 
with conversion—the London Society 
for the Promotion of Christianity 
among the Jews was founded in 1795 
—but the approach was entirely novel. 
Jews were no longer regarded as mere 
unbelievers, the object of scorn and 
ndicule, but as the ancient people of 
God to whom Christians owed a pro- 
found obligation. .They were recog- 
mised for the first time as members of 
English society, and this attitude 
actually led to a “ pro-Jewish society ~ 
being formed in 1827 entirely free 
from any conversionist considerations. 
Some went so far as to identify the 
English nation with the Lost Ten 
Tribes and to associate them with the 
idea of a revival of the Jewish State 
in Palestine 


New Christian Approach 


How far this new Christian approach 
was responsible for the gradual! eman- 
cipation of the Jews m this country 

the admission to Parliament, to the 
universities, to full civil mgehts-——and 
how much was due to the growth of 
liberalising tendencies in English social! 
and political theory after the French 
Revolution. is hard to say. But what 
is-certain 1s that two modern develop- 
ments of the utmost significance im the 
relationship between Christians and 
Jews have a_ specifically § religious 
origin. - They arose from the desire of 
both Church and Synagogue to become 
better acquainted with each other and 
to clear up some of the mists of tgnor- 
ance and misunderstanding which had 
bedevilled their relations for so many 
(ine was practical and the

is felt to a marked extent on English

lo take the theoretical first, this ts 
an attempt! to bring about 
dialogue between exponents of Judaism 
and Christianity in order to discover 
the common ground between the two 
religions and to examine, on the basis 
of mutual respect, the differences that 
divide them [he pioneers in this 
movement were theological scholars

such as George Foot Moore, Travers 
Herford, and Herbert Danby on the 
Christian side, Israel Abrahams and 
Claude Montefiore on the Jewish. 
Their labours led to the foundation of 
the London Society of Jews and Chris- 
tians in 1924, which performs an 
important task in creating a better 
understanding between Jews and C hris- 
tians at a theological level. Mention, 
too, must be made of the excellent 
work that has been done in this field 
recently by Dr. James Parkes, whose 
many books emphasise the deht of 
Christianity to the mother religion and 
the significance of post-Biblical 


developments in Jewish thought. 


Spirit of Co-operation 


Lastly, there has grown up a new 
spirit of co-operation between Church 
and Synagogue at the practical levet. 
This may have originated at the time 
of the pogroms in Russia, when the 
voice of Christianity was frequently 
raised m protest and large numbers 
of Jewish victims were given home and 
security on these hospitable shores. 
But it received its first permanent and 


effective form of expression when the 


Council of Christians and Jews was 
formed about thirteen years ago. as 
the result of the Nazi persecutions, at 
the suggestion of William Temple, then 
Archbishop of Canterbury. Its objects 
were to foster tolerance and tnmendly 
co-operation as between the different 
racial and religious groups that form 
our society, on the basis of those great 
doctrines of Divine and human kinship 
which form the common. ground 
between Judaism afid Christianity. 
In that spirit ot stil operates, uniting 
people of different. faith and efhnic 
background in an important human 
enterprise which amns at the spread of 
toleration, together with a récognition 
of those differences of belief and prac- 
tice which are essential to the free 
development of human beings 

And so the wheel of circumstance 
has come round in full circle. The 
movement in favour of Jewish resettie- 
ment started three centuries ago with 
the stirrings of conscience among 
isolated devout Christian groups work- 
ing pari passu wth the practical 
ideaiiom of a Jewish rabbi It has 
resulted in a positive relationship 
between Christian and Jew. little 
dreamed of in those early vears, based 
on a growing understanding and 
respect. And if the goal of perfect 
mutual confidence has not yet been 
reached, it can at

Shmarya Levin’s Work: for Zionism 
By J. HODESS 


Dr. Shmarva Levin. death 
at the age of 68 occurred just over 
twenty years ago, was a unique figure 
in Jewry. <A great orator, a notabie 
essayist. a winged wil, he epitomised 
for several decades the stormiest and 
most interesting periods in Jewish life. 
A ftorcetul personality, highly inte!- 
lectua!, with wide and various 
steeped jn Jewish and Euro- 
pean cullure, he rapidly became one 
of the most brilliant exponents of 
Zionism and champions of Jewish 
culture and the Hebrew language. 

[hanks to his oratorical powers, his 
somewhat aggressive temperament, his 
ready and tciiing wit, he was acknow- 
ledged as the most influential spiritual 
warrior of the Jewish revival. He lived 
and worked at a time when there were 
numerous illustrious leaders in Jewry, 
men who exercised great influence and 
authority. [here was Ahad Ha'am, 
Nahum Sokolow, Ussishkin, Moizkin. 
and, above all, Nachman Bialik, with 
whom he was closely associated in 
Hebrew publications. And in a later 
stage the rise of Weizmann made its 
mark on Jewry. Bui Shmarya Levin 
stood out prominently and unmatched in 
his power to sway great audiences. 

Herzl had said that the Russian Jew 

sessed the inner unity which most 

estern European Jews have lost, because 
the Russian Jew was not tortured by the 
idea of assimilation and that his nature 
was sound and genuine. Shmarya Levin 
was a Striking example of this truth. He 
retained the complete Jewish inner unit 
which so strongly appealed to Herzl, and.

On his return to Europe after the First 
World War. he took charge for same time 
of Zionist educational and cultural work 
and worked in close co-operation with 
Weizmann and Sokolow in London. But 
he did not seck re-election to the Fxecu- 
tive at the i2th Congress in Carlshad 
in 1921. He continued. however, with 
reat energy to advance Zionism and to 
lp to lay the foundations of the Keren 
Hayesod in the Diaspora, notably in the 
United States 
Zionism and Hebrew dominated him, 
they were the substance of his life. His 
fight for Hebrew as the language of 
instruction in the Haifa Technion is a 
memorable cpisode in his carcer.

THE Z.F. DAY SCHOOLS 


“ Revolutionising ” Education 
To the Editor of Tue Jewtsu Curowicie 


Sin,—Even the most sympathetic 
observer of the Zionist Federation's 
new endeavours in the field of Jewish 
day school education cannot but view 
anxious surprise the latest 
utterances of one of their leaders, Mr_ 
Woolf Perry. 


“With the approval and co-operation 
of the highest religious authorities . 
we are successfully attempting to revolu- 
tionise the education of children in our 
community, he wrote in your last week's 
issue in his letter on mixed marriages. 
Is the highest religious avuthority 
co-operating in an educational revolution? 
And what ts the aim of such a revolu- 
tion ? Mr. Perry tries to define it in the 
same letter: “ By combining all that is 
best in Jewish and British cuhures and 
by -snculcating a love of our people and 
the tenets of our faith and race. 

Surely this is the aim of most existing 
Jewish schools, 

Mr. Perry was perhaps more outspoken 
at a regional conference of the Zionist 
Federation, Referring to the Edgware 
school, he is reported to have said: “ The 


London Board would be responsible for 
the religious curriculum, but the school 
would be first and foremosw Zionist.” As 
a Zionist, I feel bound to warn Mr. Perr 
and his friends. You cannot teac 
religion to children in a watertight com- 
partment, and a curriculum as such does 
mot guarantee results. If children are 
educated to be first of all Zionists and 
religious instruction is treated merely 
as a subject like any other, it will 
‘Thevitably affect only a small minority. 
Our religion is a way of life and can 
therefore successfully be tlaught only if 
it permeates every s¢ of educational 
activity. The love of Zion should. of 
course, be an important aspect of 
education as a whole. If religion is not 
an integral part of school life, and is 
relegated to second or third place, the 
results will be deplorable. as far as 
religious Jews—Zionists or non-Zionists— 
are concerned. 


Mr. Perry's statement is the . logical 
outcome of the fact that while in the 
Zionist Federation all agree on the 


importance of Zionism, they differ greatly 
as to the importance of religion for the 
preservation of Jewish life

somewhat exuberant statement was that 
the majority of British Jews are Zionists, 
some active, most inactive, I believe he 
iS right. But such a statement is never- 
theless imappropriate at the opening of 
the Tercentenary year, a .year when all 
who take part in Jewish public life should 
be inspired by the desire to contribute to 
the greatest possible unity within the 
community, on the greatest possible 
number of subjects. 

There are, after all, few Zionist issues 
on which there is unanimity even among 
ardent Zionists. Bui, even if there is one 
Zionist point of view as fegards Israc! 
and what should be the attitude towards 
Israel of Anglo-Jewry, can it be seriously 
maintained that there is a Zionist point 
of view relevant to, for instance, my 
activities as a member of the Board -of 
Management of a synagogiice, of the 
executive council of a [friendly society, or 
of an aid committee for the Jewish Blind 
Society ? Let us not lose our sense of 
proportion,

JAMAICAN BOY IN 
HEBREW CHOIR 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsn 


Sir.—I was interested and pleased 
—though not jn the least surprised— 
to learn from your last issue that a 
Jamaican boy not of the Jewish faith 
iS prominent member of the 
Hebrew choir at the BradygClub. 

The remarkable affinity and *sympathy 
—albent unconscious on their part—of 
of African descent with 
certain clements in ancient Hebrew 
culture has for some years been the object 
of considerable investigation and 
research. 

Some years ago. Father J. J. Williams. 
a noted Jesuit scholar, conducted an 
anthropological investigation among the 
peasantry of Jamaica, and was siruck by 
the number of Jamaican folk-customs 
which were apparently of Hebraic and 


Semitic origin. Willams followed up his 
field-work whh I! years of imtensive 
research He discovered that the 


Jamaicans of African origin are, in the 
main. descendants of Ashantis from 
the West African Gold Coast who were 
imported info Jamaica in the days of 
slavery. Wilhams then proceeded to 
discover a number of parallels between 
Ashanti and Jamakan customs—all 
bearing disunct marks of Hebrak or 
Semitic origin. For instance, the gencric 
term for West Indian witchcraft: obeah 
or obi ss strikingly samilar to the Hebrew 
word: ob, “a spr of the dead.” 
used m the Hebrew Bible in connection 
with the forbidden necromanfic practices. 

How came these Hebraic terms and 
customs to the Wee African Gold Coau 
whence the Ashantis carried them to 
Jamaica ? Williams's theory may be thus 
summari Somewhere the remote 
past there was an infiltration of the 
anciem Hebrews into the parent sock 
from which the West African Ashantis 
were cvolved. Later, there was a 


rom Egypt trekking up t an 
influence that was cveniually to spread 
itself across Africa to the Niger and 
thence over pretty much the whole of 
West Africa, where it coalesced with an 
carler Semitic influcnce that had swept 
down from North Africa 

This necessarily compressed synopsis 
gives no idea of the faxcinating way 
which Williams worked ow his thes in 


detail m his monumental work : 
“ Hebrewisms of West Africa. or From 
Nike to Niger with the Jews” (19%).

AGENCY SEMINAR AT WESTCLIFF 


Tercentenary Subjects 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The seminar held by the Jewish 
Agency Department for Torah Edu- 
cation and Culture im conjunction 
with the Mizrachi Federation at the 
Westward Ho! Hotel, Westcliff-on- 
Sea. recently, was specially designed 
by the Department as its contribution 
to the Tercentenary celebrations. 

About 60 people participated, most of 
them young. 

The lecturers and their subjects were 
as follows: Mr. Cecil Roth, “ Origins 
and Developments of the Chief Rabbinatc 
up to 1845"; Dr. V. D. Lipman, “ Syna- 
gogal Organisations”: Mr. Norman 
Cohen (who was the host), “ The Anglo- 
Jewish Rue”. and Mr. S. S. Levin 
(Chairman of the London Board of 
Jewish Religious Education), Religious 
Education.” 

The seminar hegan on Erev Shabbat 
with a discourse by Mr. H. Lyons on 
portions of the week's Sidra, followed 
by a discussion 

On Friday night Divrei Torah were 
spoken before benschen by Rabbi M. 
frydman (Chairman of the Willesden 
Mizrachi). For Mr. Roth's lecture th: 
Chairman was Mr. B. Mindel (Genera! 
Secretary of the Mizrachi Federation). 

Mr. Roth. surveying the history of the 
devclopment of the Chief Rabbinate in 
this country. deprecated the view of those 
who alleged that the head of the rab- 
binate was Chief Rabbi only of the 
Linited Synagogue. That was not truc 
he stressed. He was the Chief Rabbi of 
the United Hebrew Congregations of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations 


Growth of Chief Rabbinate 


Mr. Roth also emphasised the gradua! 
and spontancous. growth of the Chief

From Oligarchy to Democracy 


Dr. Lipman stressed that the transition 
from oligarchy to democracy and from 
isolation to union in synagoga! govern- 
ment had occurred within a compara- 
tively short period in the middle of ihe 
last century. a period which was the most 
important for the formation of Anglo- 
Jewish. institutions and in which Anglo- 
Jewry prepared its orgamisational frame- 
work to receive the great immigration 
which began over 70 years ago. 

In his address on Saturday night, Mr. 
Norman Cohen dealt with the various 
liturgical reforms and amendments that 
were discussed in the nineteenth century 
These, he said, were marked by the C hief 
Rabbinical decisions in 1847, 1880, and 
1892, which effected consagesable changes 
in the character of the Anglo-Jewish 
ritual. 

Mr. Levin gave his address on Sunday 
morning. with Mr. Chaim Lewis in the 
chair. The speaker surveyed three dis- 
tinct phases in the educational history 
of Anglo-Jewry. _ The first period, from 
the Resettlement to the early nineteent4 
century. he said, had been marked by 
(a) relatively small institutions giving 


whole-ttme cducation. religious with 
some secular teaching , (b) the association 
of those mstitutions with charity, especi- 
ally to orphans, who were clothed. 
apprenticed, and taught. and ic) the use 
of a language other than English as the 
medium for mstruction. 

The second pcriod. he went on, 
extended from the carly cighteenth cen- 
tury to 1870 and saw many changes in 
education. 

The third period was from 1870 to 
1939. Its characteristics were (a) no new 
voluntary schools; (b) the spread of free 
secular education: and {c) communal 
pr ovision of part-time education. 

'] believe.” said Mr. Levin, “ that we 
have entered upor a fourth period in the 
history of Jewish education It ts 
characterised by co-ordination in the 
field of part-time cducation: a new 
flowering of Jewish day schools: and the 
achievement of co-ordination between 
the two,

MUSEUM EXHIBITION 
OF REMBRANDT 


Associations with the 
Resettlement 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


“Rembrandt and his Succession 
is the title of an exhibition at the 
British Museum commemorating the 
350th anniversary of Rembrandts 
birth. it surveys, in the field of 
drawing and etching, the work of the 
master himself, his precursors, and 
his successors down to the present 
day. 

Apart from its general attraction for 
all lovers of art, the display is of special 
interest in connection with the present 
Anglo-Jewish Tercentenary celebrations, 
Rembrandt's close friendship with Jews 
and his residence among them in Amster- 
dam connect him intimately with the 
mission of Manasseh ben Isracl and the 
origins of the Jewish Resettlement in 
England. 

Rembrandt's famous etching ol 
Manasseh ben Israel is among the Ter- 
cemtenary exhibits at the Victoria and 
Albert Museum. Many of the ctchings 
in the British Museum display vividly 
other aspecis of those historic times. 
Of fascinating interest are his four 
mystical illustrations to Manasseh ben 
Israel's book “ Piedra Gloriosa o de la 
Estatua de Nebuchadnesar,” published in 
Amsterdam just before Manasseh’s depar- 
ture for England im 1655. 

Among the portraits are Rembrandt's 
etchings of Ephraim Bonus (or Bueno), 
the eminent Jewish physician, and that 
commonly called “the great Jewish 
bride,’ who may have been Bonuss 
daughter. Jewish types are conspicuous 
in the genre and other categories, and, 
of course, in the many Biblical scenes 
To the year 1656 belongs the delightful 
“ Abraham Entertaining the Angels.” 

Conspicuously placed near the entrance 
is the mysterious allegorical subject, 
Phenix, or the Statue Overthrown 
(1658). One interpretation of _ this 
allegory is that tt represents the burning 
and resurrection of Jewish faith. And 
one is reminded that it was this same 
Jewish fanth that succeeded in achicving 
the resettlement of Jewry in England, 


Motoring Notes 
USEFUL GADGETS

A spell of bad weather soon sends 
one shopping for accessories which 


will make winter motoring easier and 
safer. 


On misty mornings, the muddy spray 
left in the air in the wake of buses and 
big trucks is a particular menace, as it 
often dnes on the windscreen before 
the wipers can remove jt. So a screen 
washer can be almost as essential as a 
screen wiper. 

Simplicity and instant action are two 
points in favour of the Tudor windscreen 
washer, which is plunger-operated. The 
plunger can be fitted for hand or foot 
operation, and one push sends two pets 
of water on to the screen, where the 
wipers can sweep the mud away. The 
reservoir, mounted under the bonnet. is 
of flexible plastic, so it is unbreakable. 
and will not rattle. The 20 oz. Minor 
costs 27s, 6d. and the 40 oz. Major. 
32s. 6d. 

Foggy nights reveal that the tail lamps 
of many of the older cars are far from 
adequaf—, and it is enlightened self- 
imterest to fit a pair of modern stop and 
tail lamps with built-in reflectors. The 
Tudor Rite-Angle is one which blends 
with a variety of body lines, ancient and 
modern. Its special feature is an-adjust- 
able reflector of tough plastic, which can 
be Set vertical after the lamp is fitted. 
in the position where it does most good, 
and incidentally, the position required 
by law. It costs 18s. 6d. 

| have also come across a new idea 
in car heaters. The orthodox heater works 
indirectly by heating the air in the car. 
which then transfers warmth to the 
occupants. It is only effective in a closed 
car, Or an open car with hood and side- 
screens which fjt really well, The 
Cambray Motorist’s Personal Heater is an 
electrically heated seat cushion for use on 
the driving seat. 

There are no noise or fumes: it acts at 
once without waiting for the engine to 
warm up ; and it can be used wherthe 
car ts parked. It works off 12 volts, and 
it is claimed the bare heater element can 
be held in the hand, so there is no risk 
of fire. There are two models, a curved 
one for bucket seats, and a straight sided 
one, each costing 5 guineas.

“Any lingering doubt about the 
antisemitic character of the Poujade 
movement were dispelled at a 
luncheon given here, on Wednesday, 
by the Foreign Press Association, in 
honour of M. Pierre Poujade, who 
told the journalists that he advocated 
the exclusion of Jews from Govern- 
ment service unless their family had 
lived in France “a certain number of 
generations. 

Asked to say how many gencrations, 
he replied that it was up to Parhament 
to decide. but that im his own movement 
the requirement was three generations. 
Pousade presumably is well aware that the 
greet majority of Jews in France arrived 
im the waves of immigration after the 
First and Second World Wars and would 
not pass the “three generations test ” for 
public service 


Writers’ Protest 


Poujade said that he had strongly 
atiacked Jewish Cabinet Ministers “ not 
matter of religion, but of civic 
the same™breath he denied 
that he was anti-Jewish and repeated his 
unfounded assertion that he has written 
to the Chief Rabbi of France to protest 
that he was no antisemite. He claimed 
that the branch leaders of the Poujade 
movement in Strasbourg and Toulon 
were Jews 

The Association of Jewish Writers and 
Journalists in France protested to the 
Forcwn Press Association against its 
decison to give a luncheon in honour 
of Pouwde Ihe Association asked its 
memiers to boycott the luncheon. 

A Poujadist mass meeting was held 
here on Monday and attended by 20,000 
pcopic who filled to capacity the Vélo- 
drome d'Hiver sports stadium, 

In the presence, and with the approval, 
of M. Pierre Poujade himself, M_ Léon 
Dupont, who is in charge of the peasant 
members of the movement, delivered a 
vic.ously antisemitic diatribe, which 
roused the crowd to a frenzy of 
enthusiasm. 


Dupont denounced the “ Statcless 
persons Crooks. speculators. rotters-— 
that race of vultures which has sunk its 


meaning quite clear he identified M. 
Mendés-France and other Jews as 
members of “ that crooked-nosed race. 

Poujade’s weekly organ FRATERNITE 
FraNncaise—apparently emboldened by 
the movement's clectoral success—has 
now launched out into undisguised anti- 
semitic propaganda, in the “ orthodox ” 
fascist style, choosing M. Mendés-France 
as its principal butt. The former Prime 
Minister's Jewish antecedents are sneer- 
ingly detailed and are offered as a tacit 
explanation for the epithets “ traitor,” 
“ wrecker of the French Empire,” etc., 
which are unsparingly applied to him. 
If M. Mendés-France should now again 
become Prime Minister, the Poujadist 
movement will obviously rely on anti- 
semitic propaganda as the main weapon 
in us arsenal to destroy democracy. 

Ominously, Dupont boasted at the 
mass meeting that he could get half-a- 
million peasants to march on Paris when 
“the hour strikes for a clean sweep in 
France.” 

Meanwhile, the Chief Rabbi of France, 
Rabbi Kaplan, has contradicted the state- 
ment that Poujade had written a ketter 
to him denying the charges of anti- 
semitism against his movement. Rabbi 
Kaplan said that he had never had any 
letter or visit from Poujade. In any 
event. more important than a letter or a 
conversation of a private character were 
the public words and deeds of leaders of 
the movement by which one might judge 
whether or not this movement was of 
antisemitic tendency. 

Michel. Bokanowski, a Jewish 
member of the Gaullist party, Member of 
of Parliament, and resistance fighter—his 
father was a Minister under Poincaré— 
has established a National Committee of 
Vigilance for the Defence of the Republic 
whose aim is to bar the way to the 
Poujade movement if it tries to seize 
power by “ illegal means.”

Protests against the continued pub- 
lication and distribution of antisemitic 
works in Argentina, such as “ The 
Protocols of the Learned Elders of 
Zion and “ Mein Kampf,” were con- 
tained in a memorandum recently 
submitted by the Daia, the Jewish 
representative body in Argentina, to the 
General Pedro A. 
Aramburu. 

The memorandum also complained 
about the exclusion of Jewish medical 
students at sony hospitals and restrictions 
on Jewish immigration into Argentina. 

Mr. Moshe Tov, head of the Latin 
American Department of the Israeli 
Foreign Ministry, who is touring Latin 
America, has received an assurance from 
President Aramburu that Argentina is 
sympathetic towards Isracl’s aspirations.

Mr. Ben-Gurion said that there were 
many Jews in Israel who were neither 
Karaites nor those who followed rabbinic 
law, yet whose status as Jews was not 
in doubt and who were faced with prob- 
lems resulting from the Marriages and 
Divorces Law. Those who were guided 
by halacha and administered marriages 
and divorces by virtue of the authority 
vested in them by the Siate had the duty 
to find solutions to those problems. The 
matter, he declared, would not be 
removed from the agenda until solutions 
had been found.

Anxiety of American Jews

WASHINGTON 


Five hundred prominent U.S.A. 
Jews representing 17 leading American 
Jewjsh organisations, Zionist and non- 
Zionist, met here this week to discuss 
the situation that has developed in the 
Middle East as a result of Soviet arms 
shipments to Egypt. 


They urged American Jewry to express 
publicly its deep concern at “ Com- 
munist and Arab designs and aggression 
in the Middle East threatening the 
U.S.A.’s security and Israel's survival.’ 

Unless the U.S.A. adopted a forceful 
policy to combat the Arab-Soviet axis, 
the situation would grow beyond repair, 
they said. 

The conference adopted a declaration 
urging the United States to reject any pro- 
posals made by Sir Anthony Eden at his 
mecting with President Eisenhower which 
made the truncation of Israel a precondi- 
tion of peace in the Middle East. It 
requested the U.S.A. to attempt to pro- 
mote an honourable peace settlement 
between Israel and the Arab States, and 
expressed regret at official British pro- 
posals that Israel should cede territory to 
the Arabs.

ISRAEL 


Differences Within Cabinet

Opinion is sharply divided within 
the Israeli Cabinet on the question of 
salary increases for civil servants. 

When the Cabinet discussed this matter 
last Sunday, the Progressives, supported 
by other groups, pressed for the imple- 
mentation of the salary scale recom- 
mended by the Guri Committee, the 
proposals of which would increase the 
differentials between the lower and higher 
grades, and between employees with and 
without academic distinctions. 

Mapai insisted that the present situa- 
tion made it impossible to give more than 
SO per cent of the increases promised 
to the higher grades. 

The Progressives threatened to resign 
from the Government if their demands 
were not met. Drtscussion of the matter 
will be resumed at the. next Cabinet 
meeting. 

Meeting earlier, the Histadrut decided 


‘to approve a sliding scale of increases 


in basic wage rates, 
increase of 5 per cent. The decision was 
supported by Mapai and opposed by 
Mapam, Achdut Avoda, and the Com- 
munists, all of whom maintained that the 
increases were insufficient.
